Martin, who served a term in 
a Louisiana institution in 1951 
on a narcotics charge, was ar- 
rested last night in an apart- 
ment at 826 Clara avenue, where 
Carr’s wife had been living 
since her separation from her 
husband a week ago.

In tears, she told St. Louis 
Detective Chief James Chapman | 
she feared to discuss’. her 
husband’s murder, saying: “I’m 
afraid I might end up in the 
trunk of an automobile, too.” 

In .Martin’s apartment were 
found a .38-caliber revolver and 
a springback knife. In his car 
was a bed sheet with blood- 
stains. He denied any knowledge 
of the murder, but said he knew 
Carr. 

Martin said he had gone Tues- 
day night, to an East Side road- 
house, remaining there from 8;30 
o'clock until 4:30 a.m. Wednes- 
day. The roadhouse is on Col- 
linsville road, near the Fair- 
mount race track. . 

Ballistics tests at the St. Louis 
Police Laboratory showed today 
that a bullet taken from Carr’s 
body was not fired from the re- 
volver found in the Clara avenue 
apartment.

A witness who saw two men | 
get out of Carr’s automobile on | 
the mine’s parking lot late’ 
Tuesday night has been found 
by authorities, the Post-Dispatch 
was told today. 

The witness, whose identity 
was not disclosed, said the two 
men who had been in Carr's! 
machine drove away in another | 
automobile. 

He observed that the second 
machine did not have a license 
plate in front, leading police 
to believe it was a Missouri au- 
tomobile. In Illinois, license 


plates must be on the front and 
back of the machine. 

Authorities believe Carr was 
killed before his _ late-model 
Oldsmobile Holiday hard -top 
convertible was parked on the 
lot of the Mount Olive and 
Staunton Coal Co. at William- 
son, a small Illinois community 
30 miles northeast of St. Louis. 

No Sign of Struggle. 

The automobile was found 
about 300 feet from the mine 
shaft, in a remote area of Madi- 
son county. There was no sign 
of struggle in the car and no 
bloodstains inside. 

Carr’s body was on its side in 
the trunk. His coat had been 
pulled down over hig arms—an 
effective method of preventing 
resistance by an intehded vic- 
tim. The car keys were missing. 
In the glove compartment were 
found five .32-caliber revolver 
bullets, but no firearm. 

Carr had been wearing a white

‘izing the Government to call up 
the first volunteers this year 
and creating a permanent. Civi- 
lian committee to screen the ap- 
pointment of all senior officers. 

The bills now go to President 
Theodor Heuss for his signature. 
They were approved by the Bun- 
destag (lower House) last week, 

Today’s vote cleared the way 
for Adenauer’s government to 
take the first steps toward build- 
ing up the 12-division army, 
1300-plane jet air force and 
coastal defense navy pledged to 
the Atlantic alliance. 


Opposition Snowed Under, 

| Adenauer’s coalition party 
/members snowed under the op- 
position Socialists in the Bun- 
desrat despite an earlier quarrel 
with the Government over its 
plans to call up the first soldiers 
this year. 

A recorded vote was not even 
'taken. 

Adenauer had demanded ap- 
proval of the legislation before 
'Parliament’s summer recess as 
la proof of West Germany's de- 
‘termination to rearm within the 
‘North Atlantic Alliance. 

Action on the bills was de- 
‘layed for a time by objections, 
both from Adenauer’s own 
Christian Democrats and the op- 
|position Socialists, that the bill 
originally proposed by the Gov- 
ernment did not provide for 
enough civilian control of the 
army to prevent a rebirth of 
German militarism. The legisla- 
tion was sent to Bundestag com- 
mittees for rewriting and then 
sailed through Parliament. 
| Details of Two Measures, 

The two bills: 
| 1. Let the government call up 
6000 volunteers for . specific 
tasks. They can be used only in 
training schools, the Defense 
Ministry, the West German mis- 
'sion to NATO's European head- 
‘quarters and to accept deliveries 
‘of American equipment. 

2. Set up a 38-member civilian 
committee to screen military ap- 
pointments to the rank of colo- 
nel and above. It will have ab- 
‘solute veto power. The meme- 
| bers have been selected by the 
government with the Bundestag’s 
approval.

Asserting that “‘the finger of

“There is no question that I 
have tried to be helpful to Mul- 
ligan,” Talbott testified.

Title Acquired to All 
But One Parcel of 
Land — Wrecking Is 


Resumed.

The Land Clearance Authority 
has acquired virtually all the 
property needed for redevelop- 
ment of the Plaza area at a cost 
of $3,420,000, a check by the 
Post-Dispatch disclosed today. 
Wreckers have resumed the 
work of demolishing buildings 
in the area, and the eight and 


one-half blocks to b2 used for | 


a public park and a private 
housing project are expected to 
be cleared by the end of Sep- 
tember. 


Of 114 parcels of property, 87 
were acquired by negotiations, 
and 27 by condemnation pro- 
cedure which left it to the 
courts to determine a fair price. 
Title to all the property in the 
area now has been acquired 
except a triangular strip of 400 
feet on which negotiations are 
now almost complete. 


Clearing the area involves de- 
molition of 87 structures. Wreck- 
ers have demolished and cleared 
away 56 buildings, and 14 others 
have been torn down but the 
rubble has not been removed 
yet. Seven additional  struc- 
tures are now ready for demo- 
lition, and the remaining 10 
have not yet been vacated. 

The municipal agency is giv- 
ing tenants extra time in which 
to find new quarters. The last 
to move will be a commercial 
firm which is awaiting comple- 
tion of a new building and ex- 
pects to vacate about Sept. 7. 

Demolition began April 19 and 
was to have been completed in 
90 days. Property owners who 
held out for higher prices and 
tenants who did not move 
promptly have caused a delay of 
about two months. 


Meanwhile, the Land Clear- 
ance Authority is awaiting the 
go-ahead signal from federal au- 
thorities for sale of the housing 
projeet site. The formal agree- 
ment to sell five and one-half 
blocks to a private redeveloper 
must be approved by the Hous- 
ing and Home Finance Agency, 
which is defraying two-thirds of 
the cost of clearing the ground 
and selling it at reduced price to 
the redeveloper. 

Sale to the highest qualified 
bidder will be carried out this 
summer. While the private re- 
developer erects 1100 apart- 
ments for middle-income ten- 
ants, the city will develop a 
three-block park on the Market 
street side of the housing proj- 
ect.

ing, said the subcommittee’s ac- |

The Arms Proposal 


President Eisenhower has made a proposal to 
the Soviet delegation at the Geneva conference 
that holds out a promise of opening the way for 
a halt to the armaments race and a lessening of 
world tensions. 

Mr. Eisenhower's proposal was that this coun- 
try and the Soviet Union exchange “a complete 
blueprint of our military establishments.” He 
further proposed that after an exchange of facts 
about our defense forces, each country permit an 
aerial: inspection of the military establishments 
of the other. ' 

With German reunification and European se- 
curity already referred by the Big Four leaders 
to the foreign ministers for later conferences 
and possible solutions, Mr. Eisenhower presented 
the subject of military establishments and what 
his Administration is willing to do about them. 
He said: 

The American people are determined to 
maintain and if necessary increase this 
armed strength for as long a period as is. 
necessary to safeguard peace and to maintain 
our security. 

But we know that a mutually dependable 
system for less armament on the part of all 
nations would be a better way to safeguard 
peace and to maintain our security. 

* . * 

Mr. Eisenhower then proceeded to outline 
what he described as steps leading toward “a 
sound and reliable agreement making possible 
the reduction of armament.” At the heart of 
this, as he explained, would be “an inspection 
and reporting system adequate to support every 
portion of the agreement.” This would be essen- 
tial because “the lessons of history teach us that 
disarmament agreements without adequate re- 
ciprocal inspection increase ine dangers of war 
and do not brighten the prospects of peace.” 

This proposal seemingly took the Soviet dele- 
gation at Geneva by surprise, but it was not news 
to the Democratic leaders in Congress. The As- 
sociated Press reports that the President’s invi- 
tation was presented in advance to Senator 
George of Georgia, chairman of the Senate For- 
eign Relations Committee; Majority Leader John- 
son of Texas; Speaker Rayburn of Texas and 
others. ° 

Senator George, who said he had been in- 
formed before the proposal was made, expressed 


the view that the United States has “nothing to | 


lose from a military viewpoint, because we live 
in a fishbowl.” This interpretation of the Presi- 
dent’s proposal amounts to saying that since the 
Russians probably know more about American 
military installations than we know about theirs, 
this country would stand to gain more than the 
Russians in such an exchange of defense data. 

But while high-level Democratic support was 
readily forthcoming, the Republicans were more 
restrained. Minority Leader Knowland of Call- 
fornia, for example, said he would withhold his 
comment until the President had got back to the 
United States and made a report to the country. 
At Geneva, Prime Minister Eden, representing 
our first ally, Great Britain, contented himself 
with saying that Mr. Eisenhower's proposal was 
“far-reaching” and that he had been “deeply 
moved by the President’s sincerity about world 
peace.” 

° * + 

There is every reason for the United States 
to work along with other nations to achieve a 
phased disarmament, co-ordinated with a steady 
lessening of world tensions and geared to a fool- 
proof inspection system such as the President 
proposes. But we must be, and doubtless we will 
be, wary of any steps that would go too fast and 
that would not be amply safeguarded. 

As the President said, the quest for peace is 
the statesman’s most exacting road, and security 
of the nation entrusted to him is his greatest 
responsibility. He stated an attitude that every- 
one can share when he closed his proposal with 
these words: 

“A sound peace—with security, justice, well- 
being and freedom for the people of the world— 
can be achieved, but only by patiently and 
thoughtfully following a hard and sure and test- 
ed road.” 


The Ridgway Letter and Secrecy 

Senator Humphrey of Minnesota is on sound 
ground when he cites the suppression of Gen. 
Matthew B. Ridgway's farewell letter to Secre- 
tary of Defense Wilson as an example of “‘loose 
tagging of documents as secret” when the public 
is entitled to the facts. 

Gen. Ridgway’s 4000-word letter criticizing the 
emphasis on air-nuclear weapons at the expense 
of a steadily shrinking Army was written just 
before he retired as Army Chief of Staff. It 
simply repeated what Gen. Ridgway had testified 
to several times in congressional hearings when 
he had been asked for his views, Because Gen. 
Ridgway evidently had thought over his words 
at great length, and had stated his beliefs in 
stronger terms, the letter made a powerful ap- 
peal—but it revealed absolutely no secrets. 

There was no good reason for Mr. Wilson to 
suppress this cogent letter. It is to be hoped 
that this is not an indication of policy in han- 
dling matters sometimes referred to as “hot 
potatoes.” 
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Question for County Democrats

Mr. McNary says the Express Highway cannot 
handle traffic from Daniel Boone. He cites no 
evidence. State engineers, however, ¢ite plenty 
of evidence to prove him mistaken. 

Mr. Abramson says he defers to the judg- 
ment of Councilman Frank L. Martini of Maple- 
wood. But the people of the Third district did 
not elect Mr. Abramson to play “aldermanic 
courtesy” with Mr. Martini. 

Mr. Dunne says differences over the route 
should be settled before the council approves 
one. But if all decisions were made before the 
council acted, there would be no need for a 
council. 

So the time has come for county citizens gen- 
erally and Democratic party officials in particu- 
lar to ask why the Democratic minority on the 
council, from which so much had been expected, 
takes a stand against progress on the Boone 
expressway. 

Why should councilmen from Jennings, Pine 
Lawn and University City be carrying water for 
a@ little band of obstructionists in Maplewood and 
Richmond Heights?

. Sherman Adams's refusal to testify to the Sen- 
ate subcommittee investigating the Dixon-Yates 
power contract is a surprising and contradictory 
development. It would seem that the presiden- 
tial ‘assistant would want to do everything possi- 
ble to clear up the imputations of questionable 
conduct that have been raised against him—that 
he would demand a hearing if he had not been 
invited. 

It is all the more contradictory because Mr. 
Adams pleads immunity on account of his “offi- 
cial and confidential relationship to the Presi- 
dent.”’ President Eisenhower has given his word 
that the complete record of Dixon-Yates shall be 
spread out to the public view. 

Could the complete record conceivably exclude 
the testimony of the one man who, as is becom- 
ing evident from the facts now’ being painfully 
extracted by the investigators, knows the most 
about it? 

‘The charges that have been raised against Mr. 
Adams are grave. He stands accused of having 
interfered in the affairs of an independent regu- 
latory quasi-judicial commission, the Securities 
and Exchange Commission. That in itself would 
be a serious offense. But that is not the only 
imputation against him which remains for Mr. 
Adams to explain. 

Sherman Adams {s further charged with hav- 
ing done the interfering for the purpose of keep- 
ing Congress in ignorance of facts pertinent to 
pending legislation until after the House of Rep- 
resentatives had voted on that legislation. 

These charges are based on testimony given 
to the investigating committee by the chairman 
of SEC, J. Sinclair Armstrong. As Mr. Armstrong 
continues his testimony before the anti-monopoly 
subcommittee headed by Senator Kefauver of 
Tennessee, the atmosphere of duplicity and offi- 
cial secrecy which has surrounded this whole 
Dixon-Yates affair from its vety inception be- 
comes more and more odoriferous. 


_ The SEC chairman seems to have acted as lit- 


tle more than an errand boy for Mr. Adams in 
this episode of an unprecedented three-day recess 
in the hearings on Dixon-Yates financing. He 
withheld from his fellow-commissioners salient 
inforn.ation which might well have caused some 
of them to vote against the recess rather than, 
as they did, for it: 

He did not tell them Mr. Adams had men- 
tioned the pending legislation in the House. He 
did not tell them Mr. Adams had told him can- 
cellation of the Dixon-Yates contract was being 
considered and the whole matter might soon be 
academic. 

Mr. Armstrong now says he cannot remember 
whether withholding this information from his 
colleagues was his own idea or Mr. Adams’s sug- 
gestion. Yet the commissioners could not have 
voted on the recess proposal intelligently and 
with their eyes open without knowing this infor- 
mation which their chairman was withholding 
from them. 

After the vote to recess was taken, the com- 
mission issued a statement saying that “pro- 
cedural problems” were the reason for the un- 
precedented action. ‘It now becomes apparent 
that this explanation was false. The commission 
was guilty of practicing a deceit upon.the public, 
yet Mr. Armstrong professes to see nothing 
wrong there. In fact he maintains that it would 
not have been “proper or appropriate” to tell 
the public the truth. 

With all these questionable maneuverings by 
Mr. Armstrong, Presidential Assistant Adams is 
involved. How deeply is he involved? Does his 
involvement go so far as to raise doubts of his 
own fitness as a servant of the public as well as 
of Mr. Armstrong? 

Only Mr. Adams’s own testimony can settle 
these questions one way or another. Until he 
testifies, frankly and fully, a cloud will hang over 
his role in this affair. 
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Brighter and Safer 

Though Missouri finally issued new automo- 
bile license plates in 1955 for the first time in 
several years, the state is still not keeping up 
with the trend in license plates. The trend is 
toward reflectorized plates. Eight states have 
ordered adoption of plates which reflect light 
toward approaching motorists. Minnesota and 
South Dakota are the latest. 

The reflecting plates are said to be 100 times 
brighter than ordinary plates, readable from 150 
feet and visible from 1500 feet: Missouri’s new 
plates cannot match that. 

Highway deaths in this state increased by 19 
in the first six months of this year as compared 
with a like period last year. Rear-end collisions 
(1955 of them) were the second major category 
of accidents, Brighter reflecting license plates 
might have warned motorists away from some 
of these collisions. Since we have to have license 
plates, why not make them brighter and safer?

6 to 2. The Republicans are:

All it takes to defeat the Wolcott tactics, and 
permit the Administration bill to be considered 
on its merits by the whole House, is for one of 
these Representatives to change his vote, and 
join the Denfcratic fnajority in sending the bill 
to the floor.

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More Production, Fewer Jobs? 


The Mirror 
of 


Public Opinion

The Dow Chemical Co. opened a vast 
new magnesium mill at Madison, Ill., in 
May last year. Capable of producing 
more sheet and plate than our total pre- 
vious national capacity, the Madison 
mill uses only 35 men in its rolling 
mill operation, and only 400 production 
workers in all to~turn out 66,000,000 
pounds of magnesium products a year. 

In Bridgeport, Conn., the Columbia 
Record Co. now has 250 men on one floor 
producing records with hot, noisy hy- 
draulic presses; downstairs, four men 
turn out eight times as many records on 
relatively noiseless machines. 

Exciting? Surely. But what do these 
examples of what was once called “tech- 
nical improvement” and is now called 
“automation”—automatic contrél—real- 
ly mean in terms of jobs, earning pow- 
er, the production and consumption of 
the nation as a whole? 

Six short years ago there were only 
a half dozen or so really advanced ex- 
perimental computer models. In 1953 
and 1954, the International Business 
Machines Ccrp. alone built 18 “701” 
type machines; 25 times more powerful 
than their best predecessor. 

This year, however, 1.B.M. will be de- 
livering: for cOmmercial use a computer 
renting at about $25,000 a month. Or- 
ders for it have broken all previous rec- 
ords for major electronic equipment. 


Trend Since World War I 


By World War I outlines of the mod- 
ern American economy were coming 
clear. If a company was to compete ef- 
fectively, it-had to adopt advanced tech- 
nological means of producing goods 
and cutting costs. 

As the trend toward industrial effi- 
ciency accelerated, however, the office 
worker emérged as a major drain on 
business profits. From 1910 to 1950 the 
number of “clerks and kindred work- 
ers” had doubled to 20 per cent of the 
nation’s work force. 

But as the production worker's pro- 
ductivity increased, the white collar 
worker’s lagged. As the increasing vol- 
ume of paper work necessitated continu- 
ous hiring of more clerks, top manage- 
ment began to feel that there was not 
much going on that could not be done 
more efficiently by machinery. 

Given existing tax laws, government 
policies favoring technological innova- 
tions, and the fact that much of Ameri- 
ca’s machinery is in need of replace- 
ment anyway, it would be hard to imag- 
ine a more propitious situation for the 
widespread application of automation 
than exists today. 

By 1960 it is estimated that the total 
expenditures for plant and equipment 
in the United States will be about 450 
per cent above the 1930 level, but that 
expenditures for industrial automatic- 
control and measurement instruments 
will increase about 1700 per cent. 


What Confronts the Worker 


Save for partial reservations on the 
part of the CIO, answers to the ques- 
tion, will automation cause serious un- 
employment? have been overwhelmingly 
in the negative. The National Association 
of Manufacturers last January, in the 
Ss “Calling All Jobs,” rhapso- 
dized; “Let the worker face what is to 
come with hope in his heart, not with 
fear in his mind. Automation is a magi- 
cal key to creation, not a blunt instru- 
ment of destruction, the worker’s 
talent’ and skill will continue to merit 
reward in the fairyland of the world to 
come.” 

Automatic plants must reduce labor 
requirements or they save management 
nothing. And saving is the reason they 
are built in the first place. The only 
way new jobs can be created, then, is 
for censumption, not production alone, 
to increase faster than productivity. 

For a long time now, manufacturing 
has not expanded employment or pro-

duction fast enough to match increases 
in man-hour productivity, or even to 
maintain employment. Automation wor- 
sens this problem. 

If an automatic factory is built and 
replaces a work force of 1000 with a 
work force of 200, not one new factory 
must be built to absorb those displaced, 
but, perhaps five, since each new fac- 
tory may be equally automated and will 
hardly use antiquated means of produc- 
tion. Similarly, if we continue to add 
700,000 new people to the nation’s work 
force annually, we will need, as auto- 
mation becomes the rule, five times as 
many new productive facilities as are 
now required to absorb them. 


Dim Prospects for the Displaced 


If we assume that new plants will be 
built to use only a fifth of the labor now 
used in conventional plants, it follows 
that by automating only 5 per cent of 
our total industrial and business facili- 
ties annually for 20 years we would 
chop at least three million workers a 
year off the work force. 

The amount of capital necessary to 
absorb all these workers in new jobs 
would be at least four times greater 
than it is today, or more than $100 bil- 
lion yearly. It is highly doubtful if 
money of this sort will be forthcoming. 

To absorb labor displaced by the 
present high-productivity rate alone 


means that the economy must annually _ 


provide jobs for an additional 1,500,000 
or sc. according to recent Fortune and 
CIO estimates. Add a minimum of 
700,000 new workers entering the labor 
force each year, and the threat of very 
serious unemployment under automa- 
tion becomes clear. 

Considering once more that the pres- 
ent trend is toward modernization and 
not expansion, the possibility of absorb- 
ing significant numbers of displaced 
workers in the near future seems rather 
dim. The crucial assumption in business 
circles is that jobs and consumption will 
rise faster than the displacement caused 
by increased productivity. This is cer- 
tainly not the case today. 


Basic Groups May. Be Affected 


Beginning with the Korean War two 
‘million were taken into the military. 
Yet there was no shortage of labor to 
produce the increased volume of goods 
required for consumers and defense. So 
it seems fairly evident that those taken 
into the military would otherwise have 
been unemployed—the trend prior to 
Korea was toward unemployment. 

Now the size of the military has been 
stabilized, and 700,000 new persons are 
beginning once more to enter the civil- 
fan labor force annually. Unemploy- 
ment figures have risen again. 

By and large, productivity has been 
increasing faster than consumption over 
the past half century, and recurrent 
unemployment has been the net result. 

The great transformation of the Amer- 
fean social and occupational structure 
over the past 50 years has been a con- 
comitant of the rise of a great “white 
collar” class. Automation not only 
makes obsolete more and more workers 
in overalls, whom the white collar class 
tended to absorb, but for the first time 
Gasenens Te very growth of the white 
collar ¢ itself. 


Some uneniployed will be absorbed 
by new enterprises opening up to service 
the era of automation. But the net effect 
of automation seems to be in the direc- 
tion of positive unemployment, and of 
an unemployment which strikes with- 
out distinction at the foundations of the 
basic mass occupational groups of today.

No Boundary Changes. 


The terms offered to the So- 
viets are German reunification 
within the Potsdam frontiers. 
The Soviet Union would agree 
to German reunification and 
would get in return the guaran- 
tee of Great Britain, France and 
the United States against any 
attempt to change by force the 
1945 frontier. 


The West would get from such 
a deal not only a united Ger- 
many within the Western Alli- 
ance, but, what is even more 
important, a gudrantee that Ger- 
many and the Soviet Union will 
not make a separate settlement 
of the frontier question. 

Under the Eden plan the final 
settlement with Germany — 
whith must include the frontier 
question—would be made by the 
five powers.

Bulganin has not only rejected 
the Eden proposal but has put 
forward Soviet proposals that 
NATO itself should be liquidat- 
ed. as part of the agreement to 
unify Germany.

The Popé said the combined ac- 
tion of the press, radio, movies 
and television “succeeds in fash- 
ioning the conscience of the indi- 
vidual without his knowing it. 
Little by little it invades his 
mental universe and determines 
attitudes that are considered to 
be spontaneous... it weighs on 
youth which can be easily influ- 
enced, penetrates to remote 
country areas and even the most 
intelligent, although better, 
armed, do not escape its attack.” 

The Pontiff said these medi- 
ums tend to favor “reactions of 
the 
opinion to blind conformity, with 
little thought or judgment.” 

He urged that these means of 
‘diffusion be used by conscien- 
tious men to help in “the healthy 
formation of personality of read- 
ers, viewers and listeners.”

Mother Profited by Selling Her 4 Daughters 14 Times 


Paper Tells How

MOSCOW, July 22 (INS) 


HIS is the story of ‘‘the bar- 
T tered brides of °‘Changyr-

Or, “How free enter- 
flourished in the Com- 
munist Kirghiz republic.” 

For, it seems, nearly 40 years 
of Communism still. haven't 
liquidated the quaint marriage 
customs of the predominantly- 
Moslem republics of Soviet cen- 
tral Asia. 

Authorities have just caught 
up with Saidat Adkhalimova, an 
enterprising mother from 
Changyr-Tach, a mountain vil- 
lage in the Kirghiz republic. For 
years she has been peddling her 
daughters as brides to rich old 
men 

When her fifth dark-eyed 
daughter was born, the Govern- 
ment awarded Adkhalimova a 
“motherhood medal, second 
class.” 

3ut the shrewd little moun- 
tain woman was more interested 
in feathering her own nest than 
in doing her patriotic duty by 
bearing children for the Soviet 
motherland. 


As soon as the eldest of her 
jet-haired beauties, Kometa, 
reached 17, momma set out to 
find the child a husband. 

The lucky beau was Zaindy 
Viskhanov, 20.years Kometa’s 
senior, but wealthy enough to 
ante up 29,000 rubles ($5000) 


that Adkhalimova. wa 
her first-born’s hand. 

So Kometa left the village to 
live with her husband in the 
adjoining Kazakh republic. But 
not for long. 

Soon Adkhalimova wrote Ko- 
meta to come back to Changyr- 
Tach for a visit. When the girl 
returned, mother forbade her to 
go back to her husband. In- 
stead, Adkhalimova peddled Ko- 
meta to a second affluent bach- 
elor, Jaladin Raduev—for 5000 
rubles ($1250). 

In this way, Kometa was mar- 
ried off six times in ali before 
her resale value vanished. But 
for Mom Kometa this was only 
part of her stock in trade. Ad- 
khalimova’s No. 2, 4 and 5

daughters—Nasart, Tovman and 
Kaipu—followed the same route. 

The No. 3 daughter, Asma, 
was less compliant... She escaped 
by threatening to call the cops

Nevertheless, Adkhali- 
mova grossed some 70,000 rubles 
($17,500) and an uncounted 
amount of goods and produce 
in selling and reselling her other 
four girls into marriage a total 
of 14 times.

EVERAL papers have, how- 

G ever. considered it necessary 

in recent months in an effort 

to rally public support for 

liquidating old-fashioned ideas 
about love and marriage. 

Polygamy and chiid marriages 
have been worrying “Pravda 
Vostoka,” official newspaper of 
Uzbekistan, another central 
Asian Soviet republic. They re- 


port 6000 marriages were unreg- 
istered in just one county. Polyg- 
amous and child marriages can- 
not be legally registered. 

The paper, whose name means 
“Truth of the East,” named four 
teachers who married their own 
under-age pupils and then for- 
bade their child brides to con- 
tinue school. 

“Truth of the East” also cites 
the case of construction foreman 
Mamadali Dzhafarov, who set up 
housekeeping with two wives. 
The wives quarreled frequently. 
But Dzhafarov flogged them and 
thrived. 

Then he brought home a third 
bride. This is permitted under 
Moslem law, but it’s two too 
many as far as the Soviets are 
concerned. And what was still 
worse, No. 3 was the secretary 
of the local Young Communist 
League. And to make certain 
she would forget any suffragette 
nonsense she had picked up from 
the Russians, Dzhafarov forced 
her to take the veil of a Moslem 
woman, 

Another newspaper of Soviet 
Central Asia, the “Kazakhstan 
Pravda” of Alma-Ata, turned up 
a village matchmaker specializ- 
ing in child brides for well-to- 
do bachelors. 

Shabden Khamzin offered a 
gilt-edged list of young maidens. 
As principal of the village high 
school, he had a ready-made reg- 
ister of prospects in the class 
roster. 

He was able to bulldoze re- 
luctant brides into marriage by 
threatening to cut their grades 
and hold back their diplomas. 

Soviet reformers are also be- 
deviled by survivals of the 
world’s oldest courtship gambit 
—<dragging the bride off by her 
hair, caveman style. 

It’s still the custom in the 
southern mountains of the Azer- 
baijan republic. A few months 
ago the “Bakinsky Rabochy” of 
Baku reported half-a-dozen new 
cases of “bride kidnaping.” 

“The Baku Worker” declared 
it was a “violation of love” to 
“drag a girl off against her will; 
“ mocks her innermost feel- 
ngs.”

When Masaichi Nagata, who also produced “Rashomon” 
and “Ugetsu,” set out to make Japan’s first color film for 
export, he sent a technical crew to the Eastman plant at 
Rochester and the Warner Brothers studio to study color 
filming for two years. Photographer Kohei Sugiyama and 
color consultant Sanzo Wado, a painter, working under 
Director-Writer Teinsouke Kinugasa, then came through 
with this rare work. 


The story is a simple, stark tragedy which will be easier 
for Americans to follow than the strange, ruminative “Ra- 
shomon,” and the poetic, allusive ‘“‘Ugetsu,” although, like 
them, it contrasts feudal violence and slaughter, and raging 
passions with a deep objective serenity of outlook. 


A proud samurai who distinguishes himself by his cour- 
age and ferocity in helping to quell a rebellion against the 
Emperor, claims a lady of the Empress’s court as his reward. 
She is already married and loves her husband, whose quiet 
dignity and gentle ways so contrast with the lustful arrog- 
ance of the warrior. But the samurai threatens to murder 
her husband, her aunt and herself if she does not succumb 
to him. Her shame and fear is so great she takes her hus- 
band’s place in bed so that when the samurai attempts to 
stab him, she instead dies under the sword. The remorseful 
samurai begs for the husband to behead him. But the hus- 
band rejects revenge as futile in his grief, and the samurai 
seeks redemption in the life of a monk. 


The story contrasts the turbulence of war—excitingly 
evoked by the almost ballet-like dartings of soldiers in and 
out of the scene and by bloody, terrible, hand-to-hand com- 
bat, with the storm that rages in the soul of the desperate 
leve-smitten warrior in the reposed and contented atmos- 
phere of peacetime. Just as the vanquished feudal lord’s 
Head juts cn a spike above the Gate of Hell for his trea- 
son, the murderous lover’s soul is impaled by the tortures 
of remorse on its own Gate of Hell. 


The samurai is acted with power by Kazuo Hasegawa, 
and doll-like Machiko Kyo, who also starred in “Rashomon” 
and “Ugetsu,” gives a performance of muted, agonizing 
emotion as Lady Kesa.

language. It has been said of Greene he has no pity for his 
subjects, that he bares their agonies without remorse for 
them. But that is not so in the film; it has covered them, 
after the dissection, with the tender cloak of compassion, 
alleviating some of the bitter after-taste of the novel.

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New Films Janitor Who Became Famous Scientist 


Museum to Honor Edgar Burchell, Who Without Medical Degree Is Eye and Ear Authority

NEW YORK, July 22. 

OMETIME in the very near 
S future the New York Eye and 

Ear Infirmary will establish a 
memorial museum honoring a 
remarkable man. The museum 
will be dedicated to Edgar Brow- 
er Burchell, who began work at 
the Infirmary just 60 years ago 
as a floor-scrubbing janitor and, 
without even a high-school di- 
ploma, became one of the world’s 
leading authorities on the pa- 
thology and anatomy of the 
human eye and ear. 

Known as “Doctor” since he 
received an honorary Doctor of 
Science degree in 1936, the self- 
taught medical specialist who is 
the only layman ever to hold a 
fellowship in the American 
Academy of Opthalmology and 
Otolaryngology, has never been 
able to treat patients because he 
is not a doctor of medicine. 

Now 83 years old, beaming 
with good health and enthusiam 
for the work to which he has de- 
voted his life, he still spends the 
greater part of each day in the 
serological and _ bacteriological 
laboratories at the infirmary. 

Here specialists from all the 
important medical centers of the 
world come to seek him out. 
Doctors come to ask advice and 
search for information in the li- 
brary where he has, according 
to authorities, compiled more in- 
formation about the ear and eye 
than any other man in medicine. 

Here also he continues to act 
as mentor to any of the untold 
number of his former students 
at the infirmary and at New 
York University Medical School 
where, although his own formal 
education ended with grade 
school, he taught anatomy and 
bacteriology for 30 years.

ORN in New York City in 

1872, the son of a carpenter, 
_ young Burchell had appren- 
ticed himself in the jeweler’s 
trade after leaving school. But 
his pay as an apprentice was 
poor and*when his father died 
he looked around for a better 
job to support himself. At 23, he 
went on the payroll of the New 
York Eye and Ear Infirmary 
at $18 a month, working 12 
hours a day, seven days a week. 

As the months passed and his 
floor-scrubbing duties brought 
him into the laboratories where 
doctors and technicians were 
trying to learn more about the 
workings of eyes and ears, he 
began to ask questions. He read 
every book he could find around 
the hospital. He spent every 
minute he could spare in the 
serological and_ bacteriological 
laboratories. He never tired of 
watching the technicians develop 
serums, dissect skull sections 
and prepare specimen tissues. 
Finally when he could no longer 
content himself with merely 
watching, he found that he could 
at night, when the laboratories 
were empty, try his own skill 
at duplicating experiments he

had seen performed. 

Gradually Burchell’s appetite 
for learning came to the atten- 
tion of first one doctor and 
then another on the infirmary 
staff. One doctor paid his tui- 
tion to night school chemistry 
classes. Another arranged for 
him to be. promoted to operat- 
ing. room orderly, which gave 
him a vantage point for watch- 
ing the delicate operations and 
adding to his rapidly growing 
store of knowledge. 

It was at about this stage of 
his “career” that he discovered 
a way to add to his earnings 
as an orderly. Kibitzing a class 
in a course in neurology at the 
infirmary, he heard the visiting 
neurologist complain about the 
spinal-cord specimen with which 
he was forced to work. Burchell 
promptly departed for the in- 
firmary kitchen and kidnaped 
one of the cook’s cats. When 
the next class convened, he had 
a spinal cord with every nerve 
intact ready for the neurologist. 


“He said it was the finest 
specimen he’d ever seen and 
gave me $5,” Dr. Burchell 
laughs as he recalls those early 
days and struggles. “I earned 
many a dollar that way. The 
neighborhood was full of cats.”

NOTHER highlight which Dr. 
A Burchell remembers from 
the years he was struggling 
along as a $70-a-month orderly 
was the day when he acquired a 
copy of “Gray’s Anatomy.” 
From then on that weighty vol- 
ume was always with him. Night 


after night he _ studied until 
dawn. The book also provided 
him with a “pass” to Simm’s 


Operating Theater. By simply 
tucking Gray’s Anatomy under 
his arm and puckering his brows 
like a harassed medical student, 
he was able to walk into lec- 
ture classes and operation rooms 
along with Columbia University 
medical students.

Fix It Yourself

Efflorescence. 


MAN who recently moved 
J into a new brick home is 

pretty upset because of the 
appearance of a white crust on 
certain sections of the outside 
wall. What our friend doesn’t 
know is that this white sub- 
stance is something called efflor- 
escence and is quite common in 
fresh masonry. What happens is 
that the water used in the mor- 
tar brings to the surface the 
salts in the mortar and these 
salts are the white crust that 
forms on the surface. 

There are several things that 
can be done about this situation. 
One is just to sit tight and do 
nothing. Chances are that the 
rains will, in a few months’ time, 
wash these white deposits away. 
If the rain fails to do the job or 
if you want to get rid of them 
in a hurry, try scrubbing the 
wall with some plain water and 
a stiff fiber brush. 

In some cases you run into 
some very stubborn efflorescence 
and the thing you need here to 
soften it up is a little muriatic 
acid—one part acid to about 10’ 
parts water. 

Wet down the surface of the 
wall and then apply the acid 
solution taking precautions to 
keep it off your body and out of 
your eyes. Let the acid work for 
a few minutes and then rinse it 
off. Now you should be able to 
scrub off the softened efflor- 
escence with a stiff wire brush. 
After it’s all gone, rinse the 
wall with several rinsings of 
fresh water to remove all traces 
of the acid. 

When you find efflorescence 
in an old wall it’s often due to 
a leak in the wall at some point 
and you'll want to inspect the 
wall carefully and fill up any 
cracks that might be allowing 
moisture to get to the mortar.

and more widely recognized. He 
improved on the mounting of 
temporal bones, which contain 
the delicate and intricate mecha- 
nism of the ear, and soon anato- 
my professors were buying his 
specimens in preference to those 
imported from France. He be- 
gan mounting eye sections 1-1000 
of an inch thick on glass slides 
that could be examined under 
the microscope. 

He perfected countless im- 
provements in laboratory tech- 
niques and laboratory instruc- 
tion. And his genius finally 
recognized, he was sent to 
Vienna to study laboratory 
techniques at the cradle of 
opthalmology. World famous 
specialists began to consult him 
and he was asked to lecture at 
universities and before’ medical 
associations in this country and 
abroad. 

By 1931 the name of Edgar 
Burchell had become so well 
known and his genius so well 
established that he was called 
into consultation by the late Dr. 
John Wheeler, America’s lead- 
ing eye surgeon. Dr. Wheeler 
had been asked to operate on the 
King of Siam for the removal of 
a cataract, but not until Burchéll 
had made bacteriological studies 
of the King’s eye would the 
great eye surgeon undertake the 
operation. 

In 1936 Roanoke College 
awarded Burchell an honorary 
doctor of science degree and 
from then on he was known as 
“doctor.” In 1944 the Mayo 
Clinic conferred on him a fel- 
lowship in the American Acad- 
emy of Opthalmology and Oto- 
laryngology and the next year 
the now 135-year-old New York 
eye and ear infirmary celebrated 
his golden jubilee with the in- 
stitution. 

On that occasion, 10 years ago, 
Dr. Burchell received a _ gold 
watch. Earlier this month as 
the infirmary marked his sixtieth

ARRIED to a “young lady” 
M ve met at a party given by 

the infirmary’s night watch- 
man in the days when he was 
still an orderly, Dr. Burchell 
commutes daily between Larch- 
mont, N.Y., and his laboratory 
at the infirmary. He has two 
sons and a daughter, and one 
grandchild. Five feet six inches 
tall, he weighs a solid 172 
pounds, has bright blue eyes, 
white hair and the complexion 
of a spanked baby. He does an 
occasional bit of gardening in 
his spare time and says he’s 
reached the stage where he “‘no 
longer gets the seeds in upside 
down.” 

A happy and contented man, 
Dr. Burchell delights in showing 
visitors around his library at the 
infirmary. Here are housed his 
vast collection of temporal bones 
and some 80,000 eye sections, 
representing every type of dis- 
ease and abnormality known of 
the human ear and eye. 

Among medical men, one of 
Burchell’s greatest contributions 
to science is considered to be 
his demonstration of all the po- 
sitional variations of the seventh 
facial nerve. This nerve, if 
severed during any head sur- 
gery, results in disfigurement of 
the entire face. Because of his 
experiments and specimens, this 
danger has been greatly mini- 
mized, 

The, success of Dr. Burchell, 
erstwhile janitor turned scien- 
tist did not come quickly or 
easily. But it came completely. 
With no formal education be- 
yond grade school, he taught 
anatomy and bacteriology to 
thousands of students at New 
York University Medical School 
and at the New York Eye and 
Ear infirmary. 

Specialists crowded his ad- 
vance lecture courses. Doctors 
from the nation’s top medical 
schools engaged him as tutor to 
insure their being able to pass 
the rigorous examinations quali- 
fying them as eye and ear spe- 
cialists. 

And it is still a rare day when 
some specialist from some im- 
portant medical center in Lon- 
don, Paris, or Vienna or Buenos 
Aires does not call upon or write 
to Burchell for his advice. 

As for advice to young men 
and women looking to a career 
in medicine, this man who can 
give advice only to medical stu- 
dents and doctors but who can- 
not give medical advice to pa- 
tients, says: “Don’t worry about 
making sacrifices. When you get 
something without hard work, 
you’re apt not to fully appreci- 
ate it.” 

Dr. Burchell should know. It 
was by hard work that he be- 
came one of medicine's most dis- 
tinguished specialists.

When the hand was over and 
South had brought home nine 
tricks against West's heart open- 
ing, all four players and sev- 
eral expert kibitzers debated 
the question of who should have 
bid the no-trump game, South or 
North. Several opinions were 
voiced that South should have 
bid three no-trump instead of 
two over North's diamond bid. 
North (this line of argument 
ran) could not have made that 
diamond bid over South's one 
no-trump on less than he had; 
hence South should have real- 
ized that he would have a 
reasonable play for game. 

South’s view, which was back- 
ed up by other opinions (and by 
this writer), was as follows: 

After opening, South showed 
substantial extra power by 
doubling the heart bid when it 
came around—this, despite the 
fact that North had passed orig- 
inally and had passed again on 
Round 2. Then, when North 
made the entirely non-committal 
response of one spade, South 
announced that he _ still had 
something in reserve by bidding 
the no-trump. North's. two- 
diamond call at this juncture, 
South observed, did not have to 
be a chance-giving action— 
North, with -a very weak two- 
suiter, might simply have an 
acute distaste for no-trump, On 
this analysis, South could not 
afford a more persistent effort 
than a rebid of no-trump; a 
jump to game would be taking 
complete charge of the auction. 

To repeat, South's stand 
strikes this observer as thor- 
oughly logical, whereas it is 
hard to see why North should 
have elected to hang one trick 
short of game.

Brunch Is Easy Outdoor Treat 


OUTDOOR COOKING ADDS A 


ECENTLY I was criticized by 
R: quibbler for using the word 

‘brunch” to describe that late 
Sunday morning meal that so 
many of us enjoy. Naturally 
this caused me to consult the 
last edition of Webster and 
there it is, a perfectly good mod- 
ern word. 

If there are outdoor cooking 
facilities, the teen-agers love to 
take over all the preparations 
for that easy midday meal which 
they will be sure to call brunch. 
Perhaps mother will make corn 
bread, although this is easy 
enough to do with a mix. It can 
be brought hot from the kitchen 
when everything else is ready. 
Of course coffee can be made 
inside also, but there is a flavor 
of picnic-boiled coffee that 
seems to go with an outdoor 
meal. 

The bacon may be broiled or 
rather pan-broiled over the open 
fire. If you like to keep the 
strips flat, the bottom of the 
pan may be sprinkled with just 
a little bit of water. If you like 
to use only one skillet, the bacon 
can be cooked and kept warm 
for the short time that it will 
take eggs to scramble. By the

way, these are very good com- 
bined with cottage cheese and 
cooked slowly in the drippings. 

The halved buns may be toast- 
ed, if you like, before filling 
them with the egg mixture and 
bacon strips. Or they can all be 
served separately. — 

Any fruit juice, fresh or 
canned, can be imbibed while 
the meal is cooking. As a sweet, 
doughnuts might be a = good 
choice, or you may prefer sweet 
buns. If you select berries or 
melon, either may serve as a 
first course or as a dessert. 
Scrambled Egg and Bacon Buns. 

Eight slices cooked bacon, 
three tablespoons soft butter or 
margarine, four eggs, one cup 
creamed cottage cheese,.one-half 
teaspoon salt, one-half teaspoon 
prepared mustard, one-fourth 
teaspoon paprika, two table- 
spoons bacon fat, eight sliced 
frankfurter: buns, buttered. 

Fry bacon, remove from skillet 
and drain off all fat except two 
tablespoonsful. Beat eggs slightly 
arid combine with cottage cheese, 
salt, mustard and paprika. Pour 
combined egg mixture into hot 
fat in skillet. Cook slowly, with- 
out stirring, until eggs are par- 
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tially cooked. As eggs become 
firm, stir with a fork, loosening 
sides and scraping bottom of 
pan. Continue cooking. until 
eggs are done to desired firm- 
ness. Heat buttered buns in a 
shallow foil plate over grill, 
away from direct fire, while 
eggs are cooking. Place one- 
fourth cup scrambled: eggs and 
a slice of bacon between matched 
bun halves. Serve hot. Yield: 
eight scrambled egg and bacon 
buns. 


Corn Bread. 


Three-fourth cup cornmeal, 
one cup sifted flour, one téa- 
spoon salt, four teaspoons bak- 
ing powder, four tablespoons 
sugar, one egg, well beaten; one 
cup milk, three’ tablespoons 
shortening, melted. 


Mix and sift dry ingredients. 
Combine well-beaten egg and 
milk, and add to dry ingredients. 
Stir in shortening. Pour batter 
into two greased’ eight-inch 
layer cake pans. Bake in mod- 
erately hot oven (375 degree 
Fahrenheit) about 30 minutes. 
Cut in pie-shaped pieces, split 
and spread butter between 
layers.
